This 
idea has boon emphasised iu tho crea- 
tion of the board of btilo tax commis- 
sioners, and in requiring with that dis- 
tinctness not heretofore employed thnfc 
all stocks and other property held by 
aggregated capital, including franchises, 
should be asBOEBod at their full value. 
Before auy levy IB made it is contemp- 
lated hy the law that the several boards 
of review in Hie different counties of 
the elate should vigilantly aud faith- 
fully inspect tbe lists returned by town- 
ship and county assessors."
